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Hr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  during  1970. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  population  has 
fallen  by  fifty  during  the  year,  of  which  33  are  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  there  were  more  deaths  than  births.  In  part 
this  was  due  to  the  outbreak  of  influenza  during  the  early  weeks 
of  the  year  which  particularly  affected  some  of  the  long-stay 
patients  in  High  Royds  Hospital,  although  it  was  also  widespread 
in  the  general  population.  Three  quarters  of  the  deaths  occurred 
at  over  65  years.  Apart  from  the  influenza  outbreak  the  health 
of  the  District  has  generally  been  very  satisfactory. 

Although  the  last  of  the  Smoke  Control  Orders  should  have 
come  into  force  during  the  year,  shortage  of  smokeless  fuel  led 
to  its  deferment  until  1971. 

Mr  Farrar  has  prepared  a report  on  the  environmental  health 
services  from  which  it  can  be  seen  how  active  the  Council's  Officers 
are  in  protecting  the  public  from  the  risk  of  disease  transmitted 
by  food,  and  dealing  with  problems  raised  by  housing  conditions 
and  other  factors  in  the  environment.  I am  greatly  indebted  to 
him  and  to  Mr  McCreary  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
ready  help  at  all  times.  I have  also  appreciated  the  help  and 
advice  of  the  other  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  you,  Mr  Chairman,  and  the  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 
and  especially  for  your  kindness  and  f orebearance  during  my 
recent  illness.

BIRTHS 


440  infants  (216  boys  and  224  girls)  were  born  alive  to 
mothers  normally  resident  in  the  Urban  District  during  1970, 

14  less  than  the  number  of  live  births  in  1969,  and  giving  a 
live  birth  rate  of  15.0  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
Registrar  General  gives  a factor  based  on  the  proportion  of 
women  of  child-bearing  age,  by  which  the  birth  rate  can  be 
multiplied  for  comparison  with  the  average  rate  for  the  whole 
country,  and  this  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  16.8  which  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  of  16 .0  25  of  the 

live  births  were  illegitimate^  7%  of  the  total  births). 

In  addition  there  were  seven  stillbirths  all  of  which  were 
legitimate. 

Five  of  these  infants  (3boys  and  2 girls)  died  during  their 
first  week  of  life,  four  of  them  from  conditions  present  at  birth, 
and  the  fifth  from  pneumonia  associated  with  prematurity.  No 
other  children  died  during  their  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  pregnancy,  childbirth 
or  abortion. 


473  residents  (208  males  and  265  females)  died  during  the  year, 
including  about  one  hundred  who  had  been  resident  in  High  Royds 
Hospital  for  a long  period,  whose  previous  place  of  residence  was 
outside  the  district.  This  gave  a death  rate  of  16.1  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  but  when  this  is  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes 
it  falls  to  11.6  which  is  just  about  the  national  average  rate. 

Heart  diseases  were  again  the  major  cause  of  death  accounting 
for  173  deaths  while  cancers  were  second  causing  84.  16  male  deaths 
and  two  female  were  due  to  lung  cancer  while  a further  12  women 
died  of  cancer  of  the  breast.  Over  70%  of  the  male  deaths  occurred 
at  65  years  or  over,  while  79%  of  the  female  deaths  were  in  this  age 
group,  56%  occurring  at  over  75  years  of  age.

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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


GENERAL  MEDICAL  SERVICES 


Fourteen  General  Practitioners  have  surgery  accommodation 
within  the  Urban  District.  Discussions  are  at  present  in 
progress  between  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  some  of  the 
practitioners  for  the  provision  of  a health  centre  at  Yeadon,  but 
some  difficulties  arose  over  the  site  which  have  now  been  resolved, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  building  may  soon  begin. 


LOCAL  AUTHORITY  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 
and  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959*  are  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  County  Health  Division  No.  5 which  is  composed 
of  the  Urban  District  together  with  five  other  County  Districts. 

The  services  provided  in  the  Division  during  1970  are  reported  in 
an  Appendix  to  this  report. 

Ambulance  services  are  provided  from  Menston  Ambulance  Depot, 
on  the  edge  of  the  Urban  District.  All  operational  calls  are  dealt 
with  by  the  County  Ambulance  Control  at  Birkenshaw  (telephone 
Bradford  682211). 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  District  is  within  the  catchment  area  of  Wharfedale  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  and  most  cases  requiring  general  medical  or 
surgical  care  go  to  Wharfedale  General  Hospital  at  Otley.  More 
specialised  services  are  provided  at  E^adford  and  Leeds  where  major 
accidents  are  also  treated. 

Maternity  services  are  available  in  general  practitioner  units 
at  Otley  and  Horsforth  with  consultant  beds  at  Bradford  and  Leeds. 

Psychiatric  care  is  available  at  High  Royds  Hospital  which  is 
in  the  District. 


LABORATORY  SERVICES 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  are  provided  at  Bradford.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  section, 
which  is  used  for  the  removal  of  persons  not  able  to  devote 
adequate  care  and  attention  to  themselves,  and  not  receiving  it 
from  others,  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  residential  accommodation. 
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SECTION  III 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


After  the  extremely  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
during  1969,  when  only  44  cases  were  reported,  we  have  seen  a 
rise  to  151  which  was  largely  due  to  two  small  outbreaks  of 
measles.  The  year  was  notable  for  the  fact  that  for  the  first 
time  since  whooping  cough  became  notifiable  no  cases  were  reported. 

It  can  only  be  hoped  that  this  is  due  to  the  high  rate  of  acceptance 
of  prophylaxis  against  this  disease  leading  to  a reduction  in  the 
"reservoir"  of  infection  in  the  population,  and  that  we  will  not 
have  a recurrence  of  the  situation  in  1967  when  after  several  years 
of  low  incidence  we  had  a quite  severe  outbreak. 

Soon  after  the  New  Year  there  was  a short  outbreak  of  measles 
which  continued  into  February,  then  after  an  interval  there  was  a 
recrudescence  during  the  summer  months  of  July  and  August,  which 
is  unusual  for  a respiratory  spread  infection.  There  was  one 
death  from  this  disease,  but  this  was  a child  suffering  from  a 
congenital  condition  in  which  any  infection  was  likely  to  have  a 
serious  outcome. 

Scarlet  fever  continues  to  provide  about  20  cases  annually, 
and  although  in  a few  cases  there  is  evidence  of  spread  through 
close  contact,  most  of  the  cases  are  sporadic,  and  it  is  not  possible 
to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

Infective  Jaunoice,  which  became  notifiable  in  1968,  has  a 
very  long  incubation  period  of  between  three  and  six  weeks  according 
to  the  mode  of  infection;  in  addition  there  are  probably  a number 
of  cases  in  which  the  patient  does  not  develop  true  jaundice.  In 
consequence  the  problem  of  relating  one  case  to  another  is  often 
difficult.  The  importance  of  this  disease  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  virus  remains  in  the  body  for  a very  long  time,  and  can  be 
transmitted  to  others  from  the  blood  for  some  months.  Careful  in- 
quiry is  made  in  each  reported  case  as  to  whether  any  members  of  the 
family  or  close  relatives  are  blood  donors,  so  that  the  Blood  Trans- 
fusion Unit  can  be  informed  and  suitable  precautions  against  spread 
of  infection  in  this  way  taken. 

Diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  have  responded  so  well  to  the 
immunisation  schemes  that  we  have  been  free  of  both  of  these 
diseases  for  many  years  now. 

Tuberculosis  does  not  come  into  the  main  group  of  notifiable 
infections,  but  all  cases  are  notified  under  the  appropriate 
regulations.  Three  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  all  in  older 
adults.  All  contacts  were  fully  investigated.  Although  there 
are  a large  number  of  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register,  few  of 
these  are  infectious,  and  all  the  infectious  cases  are  kept  under 
close  supervision  by  the  Chest  Clinics.

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EWIRONMEUTAL  HEALTH. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Farrar  for  the  statistics  included  in  this 
section. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  AMP  SEWERAGE. 

The  Urban  District  is  supplied  with  water  by  Rombalds  Water  Board, 
from  Reva  Reservoir  and  boreholes  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

These  latter  are  used  only  when  supplies  from  the  reservoir  are  inadequate. 

A trunk  main  now  links  the  reservoir  with  other  undertakings  of  the  Board, 
including  the  River  Wharf e abstraction  works,  so  that  less  use  is  being 
made  of  the  borehole  supplies. 

In  January  1969  a start  was  ma.de  with  the  fluoridation  of  the  supply 
from  Reva  Reservoir.  Very  detailed  checks  are  made  daily  by  the  Board's 
Chemist,  but  in  addition  frequent  sampling  from  various  parts  of  the 
distribution  mains  with  colorimetric  estimation  and  full  chemical  analysis 
has  been  done  by  the  County  Council’s  Health  Department  staff  quite  independ- 
ently. The  recommended  level  of  1 part  per  million  has  not  been  exceeded. 

The  supply  has  also  been  checked  for  plumbo- solvency  with  negative 
results,  and  bacteriological  testing  has  also  shown  a satisfactory  picture. 

The  sewage  from  Guiseley  and  Yeadon  townships  is  taken  to  the  Esholt 
Yforks  of  Bradford  Corporation  for  treatment,  while  High  Royds  Hospital 
and  the  adjacent  area  drains  to  the  Ilkley  Council’s  Disposal  Plant. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  drains  to  the  Council ’ s Rawdon  Sewage  Works 
at  Crag'g  Wood.  Some  problems  are  occurring  here,  partly  due  to  the 
disposal  of  the  strong  effluent  from  mills,  but  discussions  to  solve 
these  are  in  progress.  Part  of  the  Hawksworth  village  is  yet  to  be 
connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year, 
except  for  the  period  which  was  affected  by  strike  action,  due  to  a 
wage  claim  by  the  manual  workers  in  the  Local  Government  Service 
throughout  the  country. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  a separation  and  incineration  plant  and 
the  salvage  of  waste  paper  and  other  materials  is  made.  Salvage 
operations  started  in  1940/41  when  the  total  salvage  reclaimed  was 
398  tons  which  was  sold  for  £1,563.  During  the  year  1970/71  928  tons 
of  salvage  were  sold  for  £8,001,  During  the  31  years  that  salvage 
operations  have  been  carried  out,  the  total  tonnage  sold  ho, a been 
£21, 363 ? which  brought  in  an  income  of  £165? 880,  and  gave  an  average 
over  the  31  years  of  689  tons  for  an  average  price  of  £5? 351  per 
annum,  which  has  been  a considerable  asset  to  the  Council. 

THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

There  v/as  a slight  reduction  over  the  previous  year  in  the  number 
of  premises  registered  under  the  Act,  due  mainly  to  re-development  in 
the  shopping  area.  Most  of  the  contraventions  found  on  inspection 
were  of  a minor  nature  and  were  easily  remedied.  Only  three  accidents 
(all  of  a non-fatal  nature)  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  it  is 
obvious  that  a number  of  minor  accidents  are  not  being  reported. 

'Two  large  purpose  built  office  blocks  were  registered  during  the 
year,  and  the  amenities  and  facilities  available  to  people  employed 
in  these  offices  v/as  of  a very  high  standard.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


The  first  Smoke  Control  Order  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in 
1959,  and  the  first  Public  Inquiiy  in  the  country  was  held  in  relation 
to  domestic  properties.  Since  then  a steady  programme  of  smoke  control 
has  been  operated  by  the  Council,  and  the  final  two  Orders  were  confirmed 
ir.  1970  and  should  have  become  operative  in  that  year  but,  due  to  the 
shortage  in  the  supply  of  smokeless  fuels,  these  were  deferred  -until 
June/July,  1971*  Therefore,  smoke  control  orders  cover  the  entire  area 
of  Aireborough,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  whole  of  these  Orders 
have  been  carried  out  and  financed  by  the  current  rate  fund,  and  no  loans 
have  been  raised  to  implement  the  Act. 

The  total  value  of  grants  approved  by  the  Council  towards  carrying 
out  adaptions  in  Smoke  Control  Areas  is  £89,608. 

The  cost  to  the  Council,  therefore,  of  implementing  ’Clean  Air’ 
throughout  all  the  district  has  been  £38,4-04* 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Inspection  of  slaughtered  animals  is  carried  out  in  six  private 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  The  total  number  of  carcases 
inspected  during  the  year  was  30,293?  against  last  year’s  total  of 
28,405,  the  percentage  increase  being  - Beasts  Q.&fo,  Sheep  5 and 
Pigs  9 These  figures  show  a considerable  increase  over  the  year 
i960  when  the  number  of  carcases  inspected  totalled  9,631.

The  organ  most  affected  in  cattle  and  sheep  was  the  liver,  due 
mainly  to  Liver  Flake,  but  there  was  also  a substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  abscessed  livers  from  "Barley  Fed"  Cattle.  The  chief 
disease  in  wigs  was  pleurisy  and  peritonitis.

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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (YfASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 


Since  responsibility  for  administering  the  Act  was  delegated  by 
the  County  Council,  regular  inspections  are  carried  out  of  premises 
where  swill  is  processed  before  feeding  to  livestock. 

Of  the  four  persons  licensed  for  this  operation,  two  have 
orderly,  well  managed  installations  and  operate  satisfactorily. 

Over  the  past  year,  however,  major  reconstruction  works  have  been 
carried  out  at  the  remaining  premises  to  enable  them  to  function 
more  efficiently  and  comply  more  readily  with  the  Act. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  45  catering  establishments,  12  bakehouses  and  152  other 
food  premises  within  the  district  boundary.  Regular  inspections  have 
been  carried  out  under  the  above  Regulations  and,  in  all  cases  where 
contraventions  have  occurred,  informal  action  has  been  successful  in 
obtaining  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturers  in  the  district,  but  81 
premises  have  been  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  and  54 
premises  registered  for  the  making  and  preservation  of  cooked  meats, 
sausage,  etc. 

MILK  SAMPLING. 


During  the  year  regular  sampling  has  been  carried  out  of  milk 
which  is  retailed  as  farm  bottled,  and  in  which  organisms  of  Brucella 
might  be  found. 

A total  of  215  samples  have  been  taken  and,  following  initial 
testing  with  a reagent,  104  samples  were  cultured  as  well  as  being 
subjected  to  a complement  fixation  test. 


Of  all  the  samples  treated  in  this  manner,  only  two  were  found 
to  be  positive  and,  both  being  from  the  same  herd,  the  owner  agreed 
that  the  safest  method  was  slaughter  of  the  animals,  and  this  was 
carried  out  accordingly. 

CARAVAN  SITES. 


Within  the  Urban  District  there  are  4 licensed  caravan  sites, 
one  of  these  being  a winter  site  for  the  Showmens’  Guild,  and  one 
being  licensed  by  the  Caravan  Club  of  Great  Britain. 


Periodic  checks  are  made  on  all  of  these  sites,  and  all  are 
managed  in  a responsible  manner. 


On  several  occasions  itinerant  travellers  have  me*?  overnight 
stops  in  fields  and  on  public  lands,  but  all  have  agreed  to  move 
on,  when  approached,  without  any  recourse  to  legal  action.

HOUSING 


One  Clearance  Area  totalling  1 6 houses  has  been  declared  during 
the  year,  this  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  the  occupants 
of  the  houses  are  in  process  of  being  rehoused,  prior  to  demolition 
of  the  property. 


HOUSING  IMPROVEMENTS. 


Recent  publicity  and  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969  (which 
made  possible  higher  grant  payments),  have  resulted  in  a great  interest 
being  shown  by  owners  and  owner/occupiers  in  improving  their  sub- 
standard housing. 

The  trend  appears  to  be  towards  the  improvement  of  houses  to 
the  higher  standards  required  by  Improvement  Grants,  rather  than  the 
provision  only  of  standard  amenities  with  a Standard  Grant. 

During  the  year  22  Improvement  Grants  were  approved,  totalling 
£5»6 74 > this  compared  with  10  grants  in  1969  totalling  £2,710. 


The  number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  in  the  year  was  53» 
totalling  £7,864,  and  this  compared  favourably  with  1969  when  41 
grants  were  approved  totalling  £5,720. 


Since  the  Council  have  been  making  grants,  a total  of  556 
Improvement  and  480  Standard  Grants  have  been  made,  and  the  total 
grants  approved  have  been  £75>3H  and  £64,709  respectively. 


It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  150  houses 
within  the  district  still  lacking  modem  amenities.  This  represents 
1 °/o  of  the  total  number  of  houses.

6.  Rental  Treatment  of  Expectant  Mothers 


Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to  receive  priority 
dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council's  Scheme  at  the  County  Rental  Clinic 
at  Pudsey,  Horsforth,  Guiseley,  Otley,  Illcley  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The 
services  of  a private  dental  practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  -under  the 
scheme  when  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a County  Rental 
Clinic.  Under  the  scheme,  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of  dentures, 
is  entirely  free.  Rental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers  under  the  County  Scheme 
extends  up  to  twelve  months  after  confinement. 

With  effect  from  the  15th  May,  1961  the  N.H.S.  Rental  Service  undertook  provision 
of  free  dentures  to  the  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  thus  providing  a service 
identical  with  the  County  Scheme.

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PREMATURE  INFANTS 


Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature  babies  at  home  is  stationed 
at  the  Pudsey  (Westroyd',  FArsley)  “Ambulance  Depot  and  Menston  (Buckle  Lane) 
Ambulance  Depot,  from  which  it  can  be  delivered  to  a home  at  any  time  day  or 
night,  at  the  request  of  a doctor  or  midwife . 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the  birth  weight  of  the 
infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5iflbs.  or  less,  the  infant  is  considered  to  be 
premature . 

Of  the  101  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the  year,  98  were  bom  in  hospitals 
or  maternity  homes  and  3 were  domiciliary  births.  There  were  no  premature  births 
referable  to  this  Division  in  private  nursing  homes. 


Those  bom  alive  and  surviving  over  28  days  numbered  85  and  this  gave  a survival 
rate  of  84$  as  compared  with  89$  for  1969.

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Care  of  the  Unmarried.  Mother  and  her  Child 


The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children 
who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give  any  necessary 
help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists  between  the  Divisional 
Public  Health  Office,  and  the  various  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who 
may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the  many  social  problems  which  these 
cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility vithin  prescribed 
limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  established  for  their 
care  by  voluntary  bodies  or  other  authorities,  as  the  authority  itself 
has  no  such  provision.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  194-6  'the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with  the 
welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and  although 
this  still  continues  to  he  an  important  part  of  her  work,  she  is  now 
also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser,  with  the  promotion 
of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This  extension  of  her  work  is 
reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by  the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division  for 
health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training 
arranged  jointly  by  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the  University  of 
Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors'  Certificate.

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HOMS  NURSING. 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  be  very  heavy. 
The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling  more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home 
and  by  making  possible  the  early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals, 
fulfilled  an  urgent  need  by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  2,260. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  home  nurses  by  general 
practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections  is  still  considerable  and  visits 
made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only  continues  at  a very  high  level. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general  practitioners 
and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan  to  patients 
who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equipment  such  as 
wheelchairs , etc.  are  stored  in  the  Division  and  are  available  for  loan 
to  patients  as  required.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 


Immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  at  all 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  at  special  sessions  held  in  the  schools,  or  by 
private  medical  practitioners. 

Children  can  be  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Yifaooping  Coughs  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis,  Measles,  Rubella,  Smallpox  and  Tuberculosis  by  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

The  following  programme  shows  how  this  can  be  done. 

This  schedule  may  not  suit  all  children  however  and  parents  are  advised  to 
discuss  the  matter  with  their  family  doctor  or  at  the  clinic  soon  after  the 
baby  is  born  so  that  suitable  arrangements  may  be  made  to  ensure  early 
protection  against  certain  of  these  diseases.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians  and 
the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between  the  Leeds 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the  Chest  Physicians  employed 
full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain 
specified  duties  in  relation  to  the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of 
tuberculosis . 

Tuberculous  patients  in  the  Division  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor  for  the  area  in  which  they  reside. 

A more  realistic  appraisal  is  now  made  of  the  patients  before  extra 
nourishment  is  recommended,  and  the  number  still  receiving  free  milk  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  6.

Eighty-four  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Division 
were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
during  the  year.

B.C.G.  vaccination  continues  to  be  available  to  the  13  year-old  school 
children  so  that  they  may  be  given  opportunity  of  immunisation  against 
tuberculosis  before  they  leave  school  and  come  into  contact  with  the  mass 
of  the  general  public  when  risk  of  infection  is  greater.

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MENTAL  HEALTH 


Provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  > ai-m  enabling  mentally  disordered 
persons  to  be  as  far  as  possible  integrated  with  the  community  and  yet  continue 
to  receive  treatment  and  care.  In  certain  parts  of  the  ^est  Riding  there  are 

hostels  for  subnormal  children  and  adults  - persons  who  cannot  for  a variety  of 
reasons  be  cared  for  in  a domiciliary  environment.  Hostels  for  mentally  ill 
persons  are  also  in  operation. 

A considerable  number  of  persons  receive  treatment  at  out-patients'  clinics 
and  many  more  on  a day-hospital  basis,  severance  from  the  family  and  social 
environment  thus  being  avoided  and  so  in  itself  a contributory  factor  in 
treatment.  The  severely  ill  patient  is  generally  admitted  to  an  acute 
treatment  unit,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  carry  out  intensive  therapy  with  the 
object  of  effecting  early  return  to  the  community.  Experience  shows  that  the 
stay  in  such  a unit  can  be  a matter  of  a few  ?/eeks. 

The  Mental  Health  Services  offer  pre-care  and  after-care  service,  provided 
through  mental  welfare  officers,  and  greatly  assist  liaison  between  general 
practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists.  Social  conditions  which  often 
have  a bearing  on  a patient's  illness  can  be  relieved  by  help  and  advice  from 
a mental  welfare  officer,  and  such  activity  occasionally  averts  more  serious 
mental  disturbance.  These  officers  consult  daily  with  housing  managers, 
probation  officers,  health  visitors  and  so  on,  and  assist  in  ensuring  that 
available  services  are  engaged  to  alleviate  adverse  social  aspects  of  a 
patient*  s case. 


JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  1970 

Between  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year  numbers  on  the  register  increased 
from  22  to  26.  difficulties  as  to  accommodation  and  staffing  made  it 
necessary  to  retain  for  a little  longer  some  of  the  "over  elevens"  who  would 
otherwise  have  been  transferred  to  the  Junior  Wing  of  the  Comprehensive  Centre. 
Five  children  were  affected  by  this  policy  which,  it  is  interesting  to  note, 
found  favour  with  their  parents. 

The  usual  round  of  activities  took  place  during  the  year  including  once  again 
a week  of  residental  training  at  Pengwem  Hall  in  Wales,  during  the  early  part 
of  summer. 

One  boy  made  very  satisfactory  progress  and  on  re-assessment  was  found  to  be 
suitable  for  admission  to  E.S.N.  School  in  September,  1971« 

The  premises  and  surrounds  were  well  maintained  by  good  cleaning  staff  and  an 
assiduous  handyman. 

A great  improvement  to  the  amenities  was  installation  of  electrical  water  heating 
in  place  of  the  old  coke  fired  boiler.  A new  Wendy  House  with  furnishings  was 
provided  by  generous  donations  of  money. 

This  is  the  last  year  for  which  a report  on  this  Centre  will  be  prepared  by  the 
Medical  Officer's  Dept;  it  has,  at  the  time  of  writing,  already  been  merged  with 
the  Junior  Wing  of  the  Comprehensive  Centre  to  form  a new  Day  Special  School. 
Administration  of  this  by  the  Health  Dept,  will  continue  for  an  interim  period. 
Some  reflection  on  the  past  and  speculation  about  the  future  is  perhaps 
appropriate  now.  Throughout  its  existence  the  Junior  Centre  has  lived  in 
premises  adapted  from  a war  time  nursery  whicn  i tself  was  only  erected  in  the 
first  place  for  temporary  service.  For  a number  of  years  it  was  the  only 
centre  in  the  Division  and  was  marked  for  closure  when  the  Comprehensive 
Centre  came  into  use  in  1962.  This  proved  to  be  impossible  in  face  of  the 
demand  for  places,  and  with  both  centres  functioning  together  for  the  past 
nine  years  the  needs  of  the  Division  are  still  not  fully  provided  for. 
Difficulties  of  accommodation,  space  and  design  of  the  premises  must  be  taken 
into  account  if  a realistic  tribute  is  to  be  paid  to  the  efforts  and 
achievements  of  the  staff.  Their  loyalty,  industry  and  enthusiasm  will 
match  up  to  the  best  surroundings  and  services  the  future  can  hold  for  them, 
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JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  1970  (CONTINUED) 


The  Education  Dept,  has  begun  its  assessment  of  the  new  responsibility  facing 
it  and  has  already  revealed  an  intention  to  preserve  from  what  has  gone  before 
as  much  as  can  be  integrated  into  the  Edu  cat ioraL  System.  All  existing  staff 

will  be  retained  with  the  former  Supervisor  as  Head  of  the  new  school. 

The  Administration,  now  about  to  relinquish  responsibility,  may  at  the  end  of 
the  day  compare  the  idea  as  originally  conceived  with  how  far  its  implementation 
has  been  of  benefit  to  those  whom  it  was  intended  to  serve.  For  this  we  must 
go  to  where  the  greatest  awareness  lies,  the  Parent  Teacher  Association,  whose 
enterprising  activity  it  has  always  been  a pleasure  to  report.  Through  their 
example  the  public  at  large  have  recognised  and  in  many  practical  ways  have 
assisted  in  what  was  set  for  us  to  do. 

COMPREHENSIVE  TRAINING  CENTRE  1970 

There  were  90  on  register  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  24  Junior,  55 
Adults  and  11  Special  Care  patients.  At  the  year  end  the  total  was  95  made 
up  of  23  Junior,  6l  Adults  and  11  Special  Care.  Although  only  a random 
sample,  these  figures  are  a true  indication  of  where  the  problem  of  accomm- 
odation chiefly  lies.  There  is  an  excess  of  eleven  in  the  Adult  Wings  where 
approved  accommodation  is  fifty  places,  and  of  these  eleven  in  excess,  nine 
are  males.  The  demand  for  adult  places  is  confronted  by  limitations  of  space 
and  staff  and  the  fact  that  adult  discharges  are  very  few.  The  Junior  Wing 
because  it  provides  for  a definite  age  group  offers  the  prospect  of  vacancies 
when  children  are  discharged  on  reaching  the  age  of  sixteen.  Under  the  new 
administrative  arrangements  these  children  will  become  the  responsibility  of 
another  Dept,  which  will  inherit  this  problem  of  adult  accommodation. 

In  summer  time  and  open  weather,  adult  males  can  be  dispersed  to  out-of-door 
activities,  but  this  poses  the  problem  of  supervision  and  tends  to  diminish 
indoor  contract  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future 
difficulties  of  space  and  staffing  will  be  overcome  and  the  challenge  of  this 
work  of  care  and  training  will  approach  more  closely  to  its  inherent  factors. 

It  must  not  be  inf  erred  from  these  remarks  that  the  Centre  has  not  progressed. 
Contract  work  has  not  fallen  behind  either  in  diversity  or  volume.  Organised 
holidays  have  been  taken  and  the  full  round  of  social  functions  has  been 
observed.  Many  visitors  from  a wide  range  of  interests  have  been  to  the 
Centre.  The  active  and  enterprising  Parent  Teacher  Association  has  responded 
very  effectively  to  all  demands  on  its  ingenuity  and  resources. 

This  Centre  now  passes  to  the  control  of  the  new  Social  Services  Dept,  and  will 
benefit  from  considerable  experience  in  the  management  of  other  kinds  of 
establishments.  Changes  will  undoubtedly  come  but  they  will  take  time, 
especially  as  concerns  the  continued  use  of  part  of  the  premises  by  the 
Education  Dept.  Those  in  the  Health  Dept,  who  have  been  concerned  with  the 
administration  for  the  past  nine  years  will  naturally  join  with  those  now 
involved,  in  looking  forward  to  a good  future  for  Horsforth  Centre.

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YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 


Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officers 
regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are  medically  unfit  to  follow  certain 
types  of  occupation. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  byelaws  require  that  where  a child  of  compulsory 
school  age  is  employed  there  shall  within  fourteen  days  from  the  date 
when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and  endorsed  by  the  employer  a 
certificate  from  the  School  Medical  Officer  that  such  employment  will 
not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health  or  physical  development  and  will  not 
render  him  unfit  to  obtain  proper  benefit  from  his  education.  47  children 
were  medically  examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  take  part  in 
entertainment  under  the  provisions  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act, 


1933.

AUDIOLOGY  CLINIC 


A Specialist  Audiology  Clinic  iq  held  monthly  in  Otley  at  the  premises 
in  Manor  Square,  Otley. 

During  the  year  19  individual  children  were  referred,  of  these  7 were 
found  to  have  significant  hearing  loss. 

1 child  was  recommended  to  wear  a hearing  aid,  one  recommended  to  attend 
a School  for  Deaf  Children,  two  recommended  to  sit  in  front  of  the  class, 
one  recommended  for  speech  therapy  and  6 were  referred  to  hospital  for 
myringotomy  or  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 
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
